Mr  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1940* 

In  war  time  there  are  objections  to  the  publication  of 
Annual  Reports  of  the  usual  size  but  the  health  of  the  Districts* 
Residents" is  as  important  as  ever  and  this  report  has  been  prepared 
in  the  form  of  a summary  of  the  essential  details  so  that  full 
continuity  of  statistical  ..r.ec.ords  can  -be  -resumed  when  Peace  returns* 

The  War  has  created  many  new  problems,  and  changes  and 
depletion  of  staffs  resulting  from  the  calls  of  the  Armed  Services 
have  added  to  the  difficulties  of  Local  Authorities.  The 
re-distribution  of  population  which  preceded  and  followed  the  air 
attacks  of  1940  has  had  far  reaching  effects  and  the  organisation 
of  the  Emergency  and  the  Civil  Defence  Services  has  brought  with 
it  many  additional  responsibilities.  • 

With  the  beginning  of  air  raids  the  War  Emergency  Services 
have  been  tried  and  despite  many  unforseen  circumstances  they  have 
acquitted  themselves  remarkably  well.  The  voluntary  organisations, 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society ‘and  the  St'- John* s Ambulance 
Association  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  and  many  others  have 
all  given  invaluable  help  in  the  staffing  and  organisation  of  the 
various  branches  of  Civil  Defence  which  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  and  .great  credit  is  due  to  the 'members 
of  these  bodies  for  the  splendid  effort  which  has  been  made* 

Sheltei-  life  has  not  affected  this  District  to  any 
material  extent  and  although  its:  influence  -bn  the  public  health 
was  watched  with  some  anxiety  throughout  the  country  generally, 
events  have  shewn  that  many  of  our  misgivings  were  groundless. 

Vital  statistics  for  1940 , compare  favourably  w ith  those 
of  the  preceding  year.' ‘The  ’death  rate  has  declined  and  a low 
infantile  mortality  rate  has  been  maintained,  whilst  a sharp 
fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  recorded* 
Measles  and  Whooping  cough  are  now  notifiable  and  the  former 
disease  has  been  rather  prevalent.  There  has  been  a slight  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  and  it  is  rather  disturbing  to  note 
that  90%  of  the  total  cases  reported  this  year  occurred  in  one 
residential  institution.  The  Council’s  Scheme  for  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  became  operative  in  April  and  the  report  includes 
details  of  the  children  who  have  been  treated  at  the  Council’s 
clinics.

In  both  cas$s  the  supplies  are  controlled  by  quarterly  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations,  and  those  examined  during  the  year  have 
all  been  highly  satisfactory.  Despite  the  continued  satisfactory 
standard  of  the  water  supply  the  question "of  the  provision  of  a 
chlorination  plant  as  an  additional  safeguard  under  present  day 
conditions  was  considered  in  June  when  it  was  decided  that  such  a 
plant  be  installed  and  the  water  chlorinated*

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HOUSING 

56  Houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act  1-936 e Defects 
III  19  were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal  action u Recourse  was  had 
mainly  to  the  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act  for  the  remedying  of 
defects  at  dwellinghouses. 

One  official  representation  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing 
Act  1930  was  made  and  an  undertaking  was  accepted  by  the  Council. 

One  Closing  Order  in  respect  of  part  of  a building  previously 
occupied  separately  as  a dwellinghouse  was  determined  by  the  Council 
Licences  for  the  occupation  of  two  dwellinghouses , the  subjects  of 
demolition  orders  were  granted  in  two  cases  as  a war  time  expedient, 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  68  of  the  Defence  Regulations. 

Ill  Hi  SUPPLY 

Two  additional  producers  premises  were  registered  bringing 
the  total  to  32.  22  producers  are  wholesale  purveyors  and  10  retail 

purveyors.  There  were  three  changes  of  tenancy  of  farms  during  the 
year.  With  five  exceptions  milk  from  local  farms  is  retailed  in  the 
district.  In  addition  supplies  are  sent  in  from  28  external  farms 
four  pasteurising  establishments.  13  of  the  local  farmers  hold 
producers  licences  for  Accredited  Milk0  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  is 
produced  at  one  farm. 

59  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  examine-!' ion.  4 were 
returned  positive  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  diseased  animals  were 
traced  and  slaughtered. 

There  are  25  dairymen  and  retail  purveyors  of  milk  on  the 
register.  Designated  milk  licences  were  issued  to  them  as  follows

MBAT  DIRECTION 


The  centralisation  of  slaughtering  consequent  upon  the 
inauguration  of  meat  rationing  resulted  in  the  local  private  slaughter- 
houses becoming  redundant.  Licences  in  respect  of  these  slaughterhouses 
were  issued  for  a period  of  twelve  months,  the  question  of  modernisation 
to  be  raised  on  the  decentralisation  of  slaughtering. 

Home  killed  meat  sold  in  this  district  is  now  derived  from 
abbattoirs  at  Bebington  and  Birkenhead  which  are  operated  by  the 
Ministry  6f ' Food l Inspection;  of  meat  is  carried  out  by  the  respective 
local  authorities  Inspectors.  The  carcases  and  organs  of  9 beasts, 

21  calves,  102  sheep  and  71  pigs  slaughtered  at  local  slaughterhouses 
prior  to  the  inauguration  of  the  new  arrangement  have  been  examined, 

78  lbs  of  meat  were  condemned. 

352  lbs  of  meat  were  surrendered  from  butcher ?s  shops  by  reason 
of  bone  taint  or  decomposition. 

71  lbs  of  bacon  were  surrendered  by  reason  of  decon^cn  ti  on. 

At  the  inception  of  rationing  the  method  of  dis ..xoution  of  neat 
from  abbattoir  to  retailer  was  unsatisfactory  as  a res^m  of  the  change 
over  from  the  normal  peacetime  methods.  The  attention  of  the  Area  Meat 
Agent  was  drawn  to  the  matter  and  requisite  improvement  effected. 


ICE  CREAM 


Inspections  for  the  re-registation  of  ice  cream  dealers  and 
their  premises  consequent  upon  the  operation  of  the  Hoy- lake  (Food ) Order 
1940  were  carried  out,  16  manufacturers  and  their  premises  were 
registered  together  with  25  dealers  and  their  premiseso 

BAKEHOUSES. 

59  visits  were  paid  to  the  28  bakehouses  on  the  list,  16 
notices  were  served,  all  of  which  were  complied  with, 

FISH  FRIERS. 

The  premises  of  9 fish  friers  are  registered.  Routin'/  visits 
are  made  to-  secure  compliance  with  the  bye-laws .Consent  was  refused  to 
the  establishment  of  one  business  by  reason  of  unsuitability  of  premises, 

FOOD  PREMISES 

68  visits  were  paid  and  29  notices  served.  All  were  complied 

with. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AMD  DRUGS  - ADULTERATION . 

Administration  of  Sections  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1936  relavent 
to  adulteration,  etc,  is  carried  out  by  Cheshire  County  Council, 


EVACUATION. 

Applications  or  compensation  in  respect  of  damage  to  bedding  and 
furniture  by  evacuees,  were  investigated  by  this  Department,  Payment 
was  made  in  15  cases  on  claims  for  damage  to  bedding  and  in  28  cases 
for  damage  to  furniture  and  fittings. 

Evacuees  were  re-billeted  in  form  cases  on  representations 
made  by  this  Department  where  conditions  at  the  Billet  were  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  Ii‘T?EGTIOUS  DISE;^. 

418  cases  of  infectious  disease  other  than  Tuber cuicsis  were 
notified  during  1940.  Details  of  these  are  given  in  the  table  on  the 
following  page. 

No  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  but  6 cases  of 
Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  and  . (b  cases  of  Meningococcal  meningitis 
were  reported  all  of  which  recovered c 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  considerably  lower  during  the 
year  and;  there  was  a total  of,  32  cases  compared  with  112  cases  in  1939, 
There  was  however  a slight  increase  in  the  notifications  of  Diphtheria 
and  78  cases  were  recorded.  Of  these  69  occurred  in  a residential 
institution  and  after  consultation  with  the  Responsible  Authority 
recommendations  have  been  made  with  the  object  of  controlling  future 

infection.  "" — 

Three  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified  but  dn  each  instance  the 
disease  was  contracted  outside  this  country.  Three  sporadic  cases  of 
Enteric  Fever  were  also  reported  and  these  patients  recovered. 

One  case  of  Puerpural  pyrexia  and  one  case  of  acute  encephalitis 
lethargica  was  notified  and  both  terminated  fatally. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are  now  notifiable  diseases  and  Measles 
was  prevalent  during  the  course  of  the  whole  year, 

43  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  resulting  in  17  deaths  and  6 
cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported  all  of  which  recovered. 

The  Councils  Scheme  for  free  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  introduced 
in  April  and  details  of  the  children  treated  at  the  Council's  Clinics 
are  given  below.  The  scheme  is  intended  to  apply  to  children  of  all 
ages  and  clinics  have  been  arranged  at  suitable  centres  for  those  desiring 
protection.
